Signs and symptoms similar to cold or flu. In 
children age 6 weeks to 15 years with 
existing respirtory illness may quickly 
become respiratory distress, change in skin 
color (hypoxemia) or wheezing..  
 
Current cases have been reported in New 
Jersey. 

 

Ebola 
Patient may present signs and symptoms of flu in 
early stage such as high fever, severe headache, 
muscle pain, vomiting, diarrhea, or abdominal 
pain. Additional sign may be unexplained bleeding. 
 
Look for recent travel (up to 21 days) in affected 
areas.
